in return. 


One or two other paperst in the state 


took courage and also assailed this 
concern. Public attention was so gen- 
erally attracted to the company that it 
went to the wall. 
The company was 


Insolvent, but the members thereof 
have several hundred thousand dollars 
of other people's money, or else the 
good coin has vanished into thin air. 


In the latest issue of the Mining and 


Engineering Review a column and a 
half is devoted to the outfit, with espe- 
cial attention to the circumstances re- 
lating to that paper's having accepted 
an ad from the company. The paper 
clears itself, but lays strictures upon 
President Chas. C. McKelvey and one 
H. J. Hull. The latter made a report 
to the paper to the effect that there 
were eight million cubic feet of ore In 
sight 
and President McKelvey 
in- 


dorsed 
the 
statement. 
Mr. M. is 


called upon to explain. 
The onus of 


the whole affair is laid upon his shoul- 
ders. 
If it is true that H. 3. Dull 


made the statement quoted in the M*n- 
ing and Engineering Review, and 
if 


President McKelvey vouched for the 
truth of it, both are men who should 
never engage in another mining tran- 
saction without changing their names.
